They 
endeavor to make the .public believe 
that there is no debit side and far too 
few communities take the trouble t< 
investigate and discover what is paic 
out of their treasuries to offset the li 
cense money paid--in by the saloons 
At the instigation of Governor Brum 
baugh of Pennsylvania, Philadelphia' 
account with the liquor traffic has been 
carefully.figured up and given to the 
public. It shows that John Barleycorn 
costs the city each year more than 
$3,000,000; that more than one-half of 
the expense of the police department 
of-the .great city is-made necessary by 
the liquor traffic; that the per cent of 
expense of other departments of the 
city government, due to alcohol is, sui- 
cides, 75 per cent; home for the in- 
digent, 60 per cent; general hospital, 
35 per cent; county prison, 80 per 
cent; district attorney's office, 80 per 
cent; clerk of the quarter session*, 80 
per cent; juvenile court, 50^per cent. 


Such figures .certainly reflect upon 


the common business sense of the maD 
voters of Philadelphia, especially in 
view v of the. statement in-the report, 
that "the sum "of $3,000,0.00' is far in 
excess of the "money paid into tie 
treasury for liquor licenses."

imal system in ancient Babylon there 
was the sexagesimal system based up- 
on the cmittt by sixties and originat- 
ing in the dfsrcovery that there Is no 
number which has so many divisors 
as six!??. It can be divided without 
remainder by 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 10, 12, 15, 20 
and 30. 


Babylonians divided the sun's path 


into twenty-four parasangs, the lat- 
ter representing about four and one- 
half miles. The astronomers of that 
day compared the progress of the sun 
during one hour to the progress made 
by a good walker during the same pe- 
riod of time, each accomplishing one 
parasang. 


The whole course of the sun was 


twenty-four parasangs, or 360 degrees, 
and each parasang or hour was sub- 
divided into sixty minutes.

'The 
rocks lap and overlap in such a man- 
toef as to represent feathers. No ce- 
M&ttt holds them in position, and the 
6f6Hes vary in size, weighing from a 
hal'f pound to three or four pounde 
The image rests on a very firm foun 
dation, for the stonework extends sev- 
eral feet into the ground.

eagle; but the work must have proved 
too laborious, for the diggers gave up 
before they had reached the bottom 
layer of overlapping stones 


Rough but fairly accurate measure- 


ments of the bird show the length of 
the eagle from the middle of the tall 
to the head to be one hundred and two 
feet, and from tip to tip of outspread 
wings, one hundred and twenty feet. 
The length of the beak is ten feet, 
and the height of the body at the- cen- 
ter of thte breast is ten feet. 
The 


eagle lies with its head to the west. 


Tradition does not give any satis- 


factory explanation of the age or 
the meaning of the great stone mound. 
It may have had religious significance 
to the red men who built it, and It 
may be the burial place of some great 
cfrfef. It is one of the most mysteri- 
ous and most interesting of prehistor- 
ic monuments in the United States.— 
Youth's Companion.
